Mr.  William  Sawitzky  writes  this  of  the  portrait:  "The  well 
painted  and  pleasing  'Portrait  of  a Gentleman',  on  canvas  meas- 
uring 24 x 19%  inches,  which  you  sent  for  my  study,  is  very 
likely  the  work  of  John  Vanderlyn,  1775-1852,  who  could  have 
painted  it  during  his  first  sojourn  in  France  between  1796  and 
1801.  Stylistically,  it  seems  to  me  quite  close  to  the  artist’s  Self- 
portrait,  owned  by  the  Metropolitan  Museum,  to  his  portrait  of 
Chancellor  Robert  R.  Livingston,  painted  in  Paris  in  1804,  and 
now  in  the  New  York  Historical  Society,  and  to  the  small  portrait 
of  Joseph  Reade,  reproduced  in  the  catalogue  of  the  Thomas  B. 
Clarke  sale,  1919,  No.  31.  On  the  whole,  however,  there  are  so 
few  examples  of  Vanderlyn’s  early  and  unquestionably  best  period 
accessible  for  study,  that  it  would  not  be  fair  either  to  myself, 
or  to  the  Portrait  of  a Gentleman,  if  I were  to  express  a more 
definite  opinion  before  investigating  the  situation  more  thor- 
oughly. This,  of  course  will  take  a little  time,  but  I shall  let  you 
know  as  soon  as  possible.
